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President Roosevelt said in his message to the annual American Library 
Association Conference held in Boston, “Libraries are directly and im- 
mediately involved in the conflict which divides our world, and for two 
reasons: first, because they are essential to functioning of democratic 
society; second, because the contemporary conflict touches the integrity 
of scholarship, its freedom of the mind, and even the survival of culture, 
and libraries are the great tool of scholarship, the great repositories of 
culture, and the great symbols of the freedom of mind.” 


Archibald MacLeish, Librarian of Congress, said, “Librarians ought to 
feel themselves in a peculiarly strategic position because of this particular 
time in which our history is developing or disintegrating, according to 
your point of view. There is no longer time to wait for a generation to be 
educated up to and brought to a sense of its duty citizen-wise, by the 
ordinary process of education, and therefore the burden falls upon librarians 
as it has never fallen upon them before. The more I see of this profession, 
the more I am convinced that we occupy a crucial and strategic place, the 
importance of which we can’t possibly overestimate. 


HINDS COUNTY AND MADISON COUNTY, BI-COUNTY 
DEMONSTRATION 


The authority of the State Library Commission was greatly strength- 
ened by an act of the Legislature in 1940, giving to the Commission the 
power to establish county and regional libraries. Even though State aid 
is not available, federal funds available through the State-wide WPA 
Library Extension Project may be used for demonstration purposes to 
help determine the value of coordinated library service over a large area. 
The program is designated as a bi-county service; however, the only joint 
service in the demonstration is the employment of a professionally trained 
librarian as director of both counties and the use of one bookmobile in 
both counties. 


The Hinds County library project has operated since 1935. In the fall 
of 1938, Mrs. Eunice Eley, Area Supervisor, succeeded in bringing all of 
the small units of the county into one central unit which was housed in the 
County Courthouse. Mrs. S. C. Beatty, Cnairman of the Library Committee, 
had worked untiringly for some kind of circulating library system which 
would give adequate library service to the schools and the community. 
Through her efforts in the fall of 1940, the Board of Supervisors granted 
a contribution of $1,500.00, or $125.00 per month for books, supplies, and 
the operation of the WPA owned bookmobile. The local library committee, 
working with the State Library Commission, State Supervisor of the WPA 
Library Project, County Superintendent of Education, and superintendents 
of the various schools in the County agreed on a policy of County-wide 
service outside the City of Jackson, giving service both to the schools and 
to the community. 


Miss Corneil Peaster, a professionally trained librarian, was employed 
by the WPA to organize and direct the demonstration. She has been assisted 
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by Mrs. Eunice Eley, trained librarian, Mrs. N. T. Day, former teacher in 
some of the outstanding schools in the State, and fourteen library workers. 
All salaries have been paid by WPA. 


The total population of Hinds County outside the City of Jackson is 
45,166; the estimated Negro population 30,036. The chief industries afe 
farming, dairying, live stock industry, and lumbering. There are a number 
of small incorporated towns in the County. There is one junior college and 
one senior college. The total area of the County is 858 square miles. 


The headquarters library is located in the County Courthouse. There 
are seven WPA stations kept open regular hours by WPA library workers, 
nineteen bookmobile stops, and seven schools which house the central 
library, giving service to the school and to the community. When a station 
is organized from 100 to 200 volumes form the basic collection. The book- 
mobile visits each station fortnightly, taking from 25 to 30 volumes. Special 
requests are taken by the County Librarian. If the information is needed 
before the bookmobile returns, the material is sent by mail. Special requests 
cover such subjects as interior decoration, house plans, modern glass, 
antiques, stamp collecting, canning, flower gardens, and flower arrange- 
ments, hobbies, the army, the navy, Bible stories for vacation Bible schools. 
Requests are made by parents for list of books for the child’s library in the 
home. Many demands are made for books about Mississippi and Mississippi 
authors: “Lanterns on the Levee,” “Ink on My Hands,” “The Usurper.” 
There are long waiting lists for the best in modern fiction and non-fiction. 
If the special request cannot be filled at the headquarters library, it is 
referred to the State headquarters library. 


All books are bought by the County Librarian and cataloged at the 
headquarters library. The local collection of 2,300 volumes is supplemented 
by 2,000 volumes from the State headquarters library. 


There are 13 white schools in the County, with a total enrollment of 
3,138 for the schoolastic year 1940-41; 226 received direct service from 
the bookmobile; 2,175 were served from central libraries located in the 
schools; 737 received supplementary service from WPA library centers 
in the community. The library committee agreed to allocate $500.00 of the 
$1,500.00 for school purposes. During the present school term $250.00 of 
this amount was spent, the remaining $250.00 is being spent during the 
summer months, which will mean new material for the opening days in 
August and September. Each school has provided housing and equipment. 
The school also provides its own basic collection; that is, encyclopedias, 
dictionaries, periodicals, and basic tools and, ready reference materials in 
science and government. All other school funds for library development 
have been pooled with the County Public Library. The County Librarian, 
with the help and suggestions of teachers and principals, selects all books. 
Books bought with school funds are stamped School Division to protect all 
parties should the contract cease, but the books are available for distribution 
throughout the entire system and during the vacation reading. 
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The school service for the past year has been largely with the high 
schools of the County. Classroom collections have been kept in a number 
of the classrooms. This service depends almost entirely upon the interest 
shown by the teacher. The limited book collection for pre-school children 
and grades one through four and lack of sufficiently trained staff prevented 
the development of the much needed service in the field. The schools which 
were served directly from the bookmobile had the advantage of a trained 
librarian for reading guidance and access to books for all reading levels 
every two weeks. 


Library service from the central school library to the community has 
been found most satisfactory. Plans are worked out with the principal, 
teacher-librarian or English teacher, and County Librarian. The teacher- 
librarian supervises the WPA library worker. This makes it possible for 
the library to be kept open all during the school hours. Also the WPA 
library worker assumes all clerical and routine duties. This plan gives the 
teacher librarian time for reading guidance, one of the chief responsibilities 
of a school librarian. Children and teachers select books for parents if it 
is impossible for them to come to the school. 


A brief summary of the use that has been made of the County Public 
Library from September 1, 1940 to May 31, 1941 is as follows:

Service to Schools: The central library in the school gives service to 
the school and community except in Utica. Utica, Terry, and Byram employ 
a teacher-librarian who supervises the WPA library worker. The English 
teacher in the other schools is given the responsibility of the library. The 
circulation includes service to schools and adults in the community.

No 
other library service is available in Lebanon and Wise. The church library 
of the Episcopal Church has a good collection in Bolton.

The total circulation for the entire County from September 1, 1940 
to May 31, 1941 was 70,075, monthly average of 7,786. The average cir- 
eulation per person 4.6 volumes. Seventy-seven per cent of the circulation 
is from units housed in schools, sixteen per cent from WPA stations, and 
six per cent from the bookmobile. It is believed that the high turnover is 
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due to fresh supplies of books being distributed at the stations every two 
weeks by the bookmobile. 


Total funds from the County October 1st to May 31st: $1,123.70. The 
bookmobile traveled 5,152 miles. The total cost for eight months was $54.04 
or .012 per mile for operation—gas, oil, repair. Total circulation direct from 
the bookmobile 4,021. Total volumes left at stations from bookmobile 5,680. 


Madison County: The total population of Madison County according 
to the statistical report of 1940 is 37,504; white population 13,127. The 
chief interests in the County are farming, live stock industry, and lumber- 
ing. The total area of the County is 725 square miles. The population of 
Canton, the County seat, is 6,010. 


The Canton Public Library was organized as a free public library in 
November 1939. The Secretary of the State Library Commission, with the 
assistance of Miss Corneil Peaster, trained librarian, and clerical help paid 
by WPA organized and cataloged the library. Service was extended to the 
County through a contract with the county Board of Supervisors. In October 
1940 the County program was organized as a part of the demonstration 
service with Hinds County. The Canton Public Library collection of 4,509 
volumes has been supplemented from the State headquarters with around 
1,000 volumes. Miss Peaster, the Director of the bi-county program, has 
given six days each month to the supervision of the County work and has 
given reading guidance and assistance in book selection at all WPA stations 
and bookmobile stops. The Chamber of Commerce of Canton paid for the 
operation of the bookmobile. The WPA has employed workers to assist in 
the Canton Public Library and for all units in the County. 


The County stations are located in Madison, Flora, Camden, and Ridge- 
land. When each station was set up from 200 to 250 volumes were sent from 
the Canton Public Library as a basic collection. From 25 to 30 volumes are 
left at each station every two weeks by the bookmobile. 


There are five white schools in the County outside the City of Canton. 
The total enrollment is 930. Supplementary service has been given to the 
County schools, but no efforts were made to pool school funds for library 
development. When the County was organized in October, Mrs. Lloyd Pace 
Musselwhite, the County Superintendent of Education, went with the County 
Librarian to each school. The program was explained to each superintendent 
by the County Librarian, and Mrs. Musselwhite assured each one that she 
approved the plan. 


Teacher-librarians are employed in Farmhaven, Flora, Camden, and 
Madison. Collections of 25 to 30 volumes were left from the bookmobile in 
the central libraries of Flora, Farmhaven, and Camden. The _ teacher- 
librarian selected the books from the bookmobile. The service in Camden 
was for both school ant adults, the library was kept open all day by a WPA 
worker, the school librarian supervised the worker. The school furnished 
housing and equipment for the station in Madison, but the collection was

not housed with the central school library. The school children, as well as 
the adults, had access to the collection. The Secretary and the County - 
Librarian assisted the teacher-librarian in Farmhaven and Camden in 
weeding and classifying the collection in the central library. Advice was 
given about the shelf-list and cataloging the collection. 


Direct service was given to Smith School. Each teacher selected class- 
room collections from the bookmobile for a period of two weeks. Loans 
could be extended if material was needed longer. 


The total circulation of the County from September 1, 1940 to May 
31, 1941 was 43,427, or three volumes per capita. The total income: $1,020; 
City of Canton $720; County $300. 


The Secretary met with the library committee of Hinds County monthly 
and with the Library Board of the Camden Public Library at its regular 
monthly meeting. Advice was given in technical organization, administra- 
tion, book selection, library extension, publicity, and campaigns for increased 
support for the next fiscal year. 


Central Library—Elementary School—Canton City Schools: One. of 
the outstanding activities in the Madison County demonstration was the 
assistance given in the Central Library of the Elementary School of the 
Canton City Schools. The Library is well equipped with tables, chairs, 
and shelving. It is some larger than a regular classroom. The School fur- 
nished all encyclopedias, periodicals, sets of readers, and a small collection 
of general literature for grades one through four. A collection of fifty 
volumes from the public library and the State headquarters library was 
deposited in the Central Library. This number was brought up to 127 
volumes over the period of six months. Special subject material was fur- 
nished upon requests of teachers. 


Books from the State headquarters were carefully chosen from the 
standpoint of easy reading, classics, new books and illustrators. Care was 
taken not to duplicate the school-owned collection. Graded lists were com- 
piled by the Secretary as a basic buying list for the school-owned books 
for the current year. The County Librarian graded all books in the school 
collection as well as the material supplied by the public library as an aid 
in reading guidance. She organized and arranged the material for shelving. 


The Secretary visited the Library each month. Conferences were held 
with principal and teachers asking for criticism and evaluation of ma- 
terial furnished by the State. When the program was initiated, books were 
displayed for a faculty meeting, the Secretary and the County Librarian 
gave book talks at this meeting. 


The total enrollment of the elementary school is 379. This includes 
grades one through four. A very high per cent of the pupils live in the 
surrounding rural area. Excellent cooperation was given by the principal, 
Mrs. Bess Joyner, and the teachers. Each class in the school was scheduled 
for regular library periods. The children were given the privilege of 
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checking books for home use. Classroom teachers borrowed collections of 
material relating to units taught for a period of one to two weeks. Class- 
room loans can be extended when needed. The Library was kept open all 
day by a WPA library worker, Mrs. Mary Frazier. She kept the room in 
order, books shelved, read shelves daily, kept all circulation records, and 
assisted the children in selecting books for overnight use. Each classroom 
teacher supervised the reading period during the library hour. 


The teachers in each classroom gave publicity to the vacation reading 
at the public library. The Secretary compiled for the principal a list of 
suggested titles for summer reading. A special collection of twenty titles 
was selected for children in grades from one through four and displayed 
in the Central Library during the last week of school. Attention of parents 
was called to the vacation reading in a letter enclosed with each child’s 
report at the close of school. The classroom teachers assisted with the 
registration, explained the details of the summer reading program, and the 
awards to be given during book week in November. 


Vacation Reading: The Secretary assisted the public librarian, Miss 
Mary Elizabeth Cassell, in making plans for the summer reading. Lists of 
suggested titles were compiled by the Secretary, only titles available were 
included on the list. Separate lists were made for grades five through eight 
and for grades nine through high school and out of school youth. A separate 
corner for young people was set aside in the public library. 


Miss Carolyn Chapman, the High School Librarian, directed all pub- 
licity through home rooms in the junior and senior high school. Displays, 
posters, and lists were distributed throughout the school. A silver star will 
be given for each title read, a gold star for the fifth title. A certificate 
will be awarded for reading ten titles approved by the Secretary during 
Book Week in November. 


In April each unit in Hinds and Madison Counties was visited by the 
Secretary. These visits were made on the bookmobile with the County 
Librarian. Conferences were held with principals, teachers, and library 
patrons. Some of the outstanding comments made were as follows: 


“No community program has given the service that has had 
the educational and recreational value that the county public 
library has given.” 


“The county public library has given excellent help for pro- 
gram planning and club work.” 


“I shall use my influence and efforts to see that increased 
service can be given.” 


“The service has been excellent. I do not know what the school 
will do if the service is discontinued.” 


“This progrant- has definitely proved that a circulating county 
library can give far better service than the small classroom collec- 
tion in each small school.” . 
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“The books selected have been on the reading level of the 
pupils and have given excellent help in enriching the teaching 
program.” 


“The only suggestion that I have to make for improved 
service—provision for more books and more contacts with the 
County Librarian.” 


One small child, when told that the librarian would not check out books 
on the last trip to the school, remarked: “‘what shall we do for books to 
read next week?” 


Even though the program has been referred to as a demonstration 
it cannot in the true sense be called a demonstration, but progress has 
been made in creating a desire for permanent library service. Much that 
has been done is merely enough to demonstrate how the problem can be 
solved. It has been definitely proved that there is a great desire and need 
for reading matter on all educational levels, that a coordinated program 
can be worked with satisfactory service both to the school and to adults, 
that professional leadership is essential for the most effective service and 
the maximum use of material. 


The three essentials for the organization and administration of a 
county public library system are: (1) adequate professional staff; (2) ade- 
quate book collection; and (3) adequate housing or distributing centers. 
It is humanly impossible for only one professional librarian to organize and 
administer a library system covering a large area. It is important that the 
citizens realize that library service for schools as well as public library 
service is in the stage of development. With proper financial support a real 
system can be organized. 


The book collection has been far from adequate, particularly for the 
pre-school child and the first four grades in the elementary schools. There 
should be at least a minimum ‘initial collection of 4,000 well chosen and 
usable volumes, with not less than $200 per month for current book fund. 
At least fifty per cent of the collection should be for children and young 
people. 


The area in Hinds County has been well covered. The distributing 
centers in charge of WPA library workers have been well selected and 
good personnel has been available. The bookmobile taking fresh collections 
of books to each station every two weeks has made it possible for the 
citizens in each community to have fairly adequate reading material. The 
bookmobile routes have been well organized, but there has not been suf- 
ficient time for the County Librarian to make the personal contacts in 
the scattered communities to explain and interpret the program in order for 
it to give maximum service. 


The County can hardly engage in a more fruitful educational and 
recreational program than to provide for an adequate county public library 


system. This is an activity that deserves to be promoted by every possible 
means. 
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MEMBERS OF THE STATE LIBRARY COMMISSION APPOINTED BY

Governor Paul B. Johnson recently appointed Mrs. Thomas J. Cole of 
Amory to succeed Mr. R. H. Watkins of Laurel, and Mr. T. M. Hederman, 
Jr., of Jackson to succeed Mr. George B. Power of Jackson as members 
of the State Library Commission. 


Mrs. Cole is known as a very outstanding leader in the State. She has 
held a number of offices in various civic organizations. Mrs. Cole is now 
Chairman of the Student Loan Fund of the Mississippi Federation of 
Music Clubs. She has held office in the General Federation, Parent Teacher 
Association, Girl Scouts, and Tuberculosis Association. She is recognized 
as a leader in the Baptist Church, having taught the Young People’s Bible 
Class in Amory for more than thirty years. 


Mr. T. M. Hederman, Jr., is the son of Thomas M. Hederman, Sr., of 
Jackson. He was educated in the City Schools of Jackson and Mississippi 
College at Clinton. Mr. Hederman is associated with the Jackson Clarion 
Ledger. He is recognized as a civic and business leader, being a member of 
the Jackson Business Club. Mr. Hederman is also a leader in the First 
Baptist Church. He is a member of the Board of Deacons. 


WHITE, NEWBERY, AND CALDECOTT AWARDS 


The James Terry White award for published professional writing in 
the library field was conferred upon Anne T. Eaton, Librarian of the 
Lincoln School in New York City, for her recent book READING WITH 
CHILDREN. The Newbery Medal was awarded ‘to Armstrong Sperry for 
CALL IT COURAGE, and the Caldecott Medal to Robert Lawson for 
THEY WERE STRONG AND GOOD. All three of the medals were pre- 
sented at the sixty-third annual conference of the American Library Asso- 
ciation in Boston.
